Wheat Marketing Plans Still 

a Secret 

It is quite evident that the federal 
government has no immediate in- 
tention of divulging any iformation 
concerning plans in regard to the 
marketing of grain ‘this crop year. 
A variety of reports have been em- 
anating from Ottawa much of which 
can be regarded as rumor. Char’ s 
Bishop, well known newspaper cor- 
respondent, says the government 
will provide a hundred million dol- 
Jars to deal with the wheat situation. 
He says further:  “Undou y 


the government to sell what wheat 
is on hand and take the profit or 
loss ag the cas emay be, but istead 
of this the evident plan is to con- 
tinue supporting operations. The 
government may have to carry over 
a heavy stock with the cost which 
insurance and storage entails, but 
that is considered preferable to any 
dumping process and to the general 
depression of prices it would likely 
produce,”’ 


Government Estimate of Grain 
Production 

The Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics estimates wheat production of 
Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan 
at 264,000,000 bushels for the current 
crop. Last year the estimate was 
408,400,000; 1931’s production was 
301,181,000. The total wheat crop of 
Canada, east and west, ig estimated 
at 282,771,000 bushels. 

By provinces the wheat yields are 
estimated as follows: Manitoba, 
1933, 32,600,000, 1932; 42,400,000 bus.; 
Saskatchewan, 19383, 128,300,000, 1932, 
202,000,000; Alberta, 1933, 103,100,0 
and 1932, 164,000,000 bus. : 


WHEAT SAGS 

Wheat prices slipped another one 
and a half cents today, Thursday, 
Prices sagged Wednesday a little 
more than a cent, ‘Wednesday's 
closing future prices were: October 
68 7-8; December 70 8-4; May 75 3-4. 

Falling prices are said to be due 
to increased hedging and lack of 
buying support.

| These faddy diets are usually pre- 
sented in an attractive manner. 
Scientific facts are ignored or mis- 
represented. We are told, for ex- 
ample, that we should not mix car- 
bohydrates (cereals and gtarches) 
with proteins (meats, fish and eggs). 
The promoters of this statement 
base their remarks upon the fact 
that the proteing are acted upon by 
the acid digestive fluids of the 
stomach, while the carbohydrates 
are digested by the alkaline juices 
of the mouth and intestines. 

There is no foundation for the 
idea that the presence of carbohy- 
drates and proteins together in the 
mouth, stomach, or intestines will 
interfere with the digestion of one 
or the other. Indeed, it is the acid 
nature of the food leaving the | 
stomach which stimulates the flow 
of the alkaline digestive juices of 
the intestines, 

Furthermore, the foods we eat 


are a mixture. Milk, Which we 
rightly regard as the best single 
food we possess, contains about 


equal amounts of protein and carbo- 
hydrate. If it were true that these 
two substances should not be t ken 
into th estomach at the same time, 
we should have to discontinue’ the 


There is no apparent reason why 
we should not eat, at the game meal, 
toast (carbohydrate) and eggs or 
meat (proteins) and potatoeg (car- 
bohydrate). Our digestive system 
is quite capable of handling such 
combinations of foods without di- 
fieulty. 

Health demands a well balanced 
diet, an dthe way to secure such a 
diet is by eating a wide variety of 
foods. Safety is assured by includ- 
ing milk, leafy vegetables and fruits 
in the diet each day. Diets which 
are faddy are unsound. Diets which 
promise everything’ will likely do 
harm rather than good. 

Health is a valuable possession. 
The body should be cared for along 
the lines of scientific knowledge and 
not according to the unsupported 
statements of promoters of faddy 
diets. 

Questions concerning health, ad- 
dressed to the Canadian Medical As- 
sociation, 184 College St., Toronto, 
will be answered personally’ by 
letter. :

scheme, it is pointed out. 


DRY AREAS RELIEF

the railways. Shipments of cattle 
and sheep to winter feeding loca- 
tions will be undertaken for owners 
of such in the dry areas, the freight 
costg being borne by the railways, 
province and dominion.
